London, Bept. 17.—The Allies are moving forward oh a front of 
more than twelve miles and have captured the village of QradeShnitxa, 
twenty miles east of Monastir. A Jugo-Slav division is fighting with 
the Serbs and Trench and has reached Koxxak, the most important po¬ 
sition in the region of the offensive 

The Allied troops have captured more than 3,000 prisoners and 
twenty-four guns. Their casualties have been light.
